On Keeping Promises 


Last fall the city promised the resi- 
dents of Bonnie Doon that they would 
have a public playground by this spring. 

Even the opening date of this play- 
ground was fixed as May 24. 

A supervisor was engaged to look after 
this hypothetical playground and presum- 
ably is still on the payroll. 


Equipment was brought in about a 
month ago, but has been hauled away 
again. 

The site has been allotted on city 


property between 92 and 93 avenues and 
93 and 94 streets. 

They have the site, the supervisor and 
they have the equipment. But here it is 
June 13 and there is no playground. 

The city has been Stalling for three 
months and the children of Bonnie Doon 
still have no place to play. 

The site has been definitely reserved as 


a playground area and tlie tenants in the 
two houses on the property are quite will- 
ing to move because, public-spiritedly, they 
appreciate the urgent need for a play- 
ground in this district. 

But the city has never even approached 
these tenants on the subject of vacating.

Sensible Fight Against Polio 


The poliomyelitis epidemic of 1948 
ereated a great volume of public demand 
for more strenuous medical efforts to curb 
and control the incidence of the disease. 

Dr. J. A. Gillett, provincial director of 
communicable diseases, (which isn't as 
bad as it sounds), is to be congratulated 
for acceding to that demand in a forth- 
right and practical way. 

Dr. Gillett has issued a set of instruc- 
tions to parents which is designed to mini- 
mize the risk of the contraction of polio

But the age of 
heraldry was an jlliterate age, the knights 
and nobles, instead of having their names 
or initials painted on their shields, had to

Disgrace 


Bulletin—Ags a reader 
of The Edmonton Bulletin, and 
an eye witness to many things 
that go on in our community I 
feel that The Bulletin has not 
published half enough about the 
city dumps and garbage. We 
bought our acreage here four 
years and ten months ago, not 
for raising hogs or a mink farm 
but for a smal! fruit farm 

When we moved in, we found 
the city had allowed the hog 
ranchers a manure dump, which 
was first a block away from our 
house. On top of all that the Capi- 
tal Packers plant, bad hauled out 
all the insides of the cattle and 
hogs that they butchered, and 
other scrap they couldn't use in 
the plant. It was just dumped out 
in the open, 

The flies and the odor were 
terrible, and we couldn't stand jt. 
There was a large number of 
dead hogs laying around, not only 
manure, also cats or dogs and 
dead chickens. 

We couldn't believe that such 
things were allowed to be done 
in the city and people iiving just 
a block away, 

I went and reported to the 
health department and had a 
hard time to persuade the health 
department how bad it really was. 
I was told to get a petition sign- 
ed by the residents living close 
to the dump to do away with it. 
We had our petition signed, In- 
spector Graham had resigned 
and Blackburn took his place. 

The city got the O.K, Con- 
struction to come out and cover it 
and put up a sign “Dumping 
Manure Only, by Order City 
Commissioners,”

They put up that sign and then 
the city itself was hauling all the 
garbage from the back alleys, 
such as tin cans, dead young 
chickens that was thrown along 
in With the other garbage, also 
hauling the manure from the 
exhibition grounds and burning 
steady at the same time the city 
had allowed others to build just 
a block away. 

We waited for another year 
and as more people built in I 
went and got another petition 
and also hoping that our new 
mayor, Mayor Ainlay, would do 
something about it as jiving here 
was impossible and also danger- 
ous to the public health, 

The petition was turned over 
from the city commissioners to 
the city engineer. 

By appointment we ,had the 
privilege to meet the city en- 
gineer (Mr. Haddow) at that 
short of trucks as it was wartime, 
time, He told us the city was 
they couldn't get their order, and 
if we gave them a little time for 
the city engineers to locate a dif- 
ferent place, and while the city 
was using the dump they would 
have to keep a caterpillar and 
cover everything that was dump- 
ed there, 

Hoping it would be only a 
matter of weeks or a couple of 
months we agreed to wait, but 
it's three years now, From the 
start thep kept it pretty well 
covered which was a matter of 
a few weeks, but after that it 
was the same story. The only 
time the caterpillar came ovt to 
cover it, was when the dump was 
piled up and the garbage trucks 
couldn't get in, 


Two years ago we had to re- 
port that a horse was dumped 
on the pile of tin cans. The next 
day O.K. Construction came out 
again and buried the horse along 
with the three other horses that 
were lying there for weeks, Later 
we found out the horse was the 
race horse from the exhibition 
grounds, 


I suppose we should have col- 
lected nickels and dimes and put 
up a monument for the famous 
race horse that was buried in our 
community, 

This spring just three weeks 
ago 1 was asked again to go 
around and get a petition signed 
as there are twice as many people 
living here now as there was 
when we first moved here, 


The city trucks not only lose 
garbage on the way, but when 
they unload even the big card- 
board boxes and paper blows into 
our yards, 

We need snow fences to keep it 
out and it seatters for blocks. 
It's not only the looks of the dis- 
trict here that makes us sore but 
the garbage coull easily come 
from the iselation hospital, Tb. 
wards, or incurables wards. 


The manure from the exhibi- 
tion grounds is still coming and 
burning steady, the city trucks 
still hauling, And the one horse 
hog rancher that started the 
manure dump still wears a big 
smile on his face as he peddles 
his hog manure with his horse 
and buggy three times a day. 

What I write I can even swear 
to it that I write the truth,

Educational developments 
sometimes get lost in the shuffle 
of world events but one shouldn't 
overlook the importance of the 
positive stand taken by 20 of 
America’s outstanding education- 
ists regarding the teaching about 
Communism in United States 
schools, 

These educationists—who jn- 
clude Gen, Dwight Eisenhower, 
president of Columbia University, 
and Dr, James B. Conat, presi- 
dent of Harvard, have given in 
effect this verdiet;: 

The principles of Communism 
should be taught—but not ad- 
vocated--in United States schools. 
Communists* should be barred 
from the teaching profession, 

These views were contained 
in a report prepared by an edu- 
cational commission appointed by 
the National Education Associa- 


. tion and the American Agssoc‘a- 


tion of School Administrators. 


The purpose of the commission 
was to study teaching changes 
which might be advisable in 
view of political tensions. 

When President Truman was 
questioned about this report at 
his Washington press conference 
he said he figured the education- 
isis know their field the best. 
However, he did say he thinks 
that young minds should not be 
taught by people who advocate 
the overthrow of the government 
of the United States. 

The point is, of course, that a 
teacher can impart information 
objectively about Commufism, or 
any other isms, without advocat- 
ing it. 

This doesn't mean that one has 
to rush willy-nilly into the teach- 
ing of ideologies. The consensus 
of educationists seems to be that 
it must be carried out methodic- 
ally and nder supervision.

QUEBEC, June 13.—A parliament | 
of business men met here yester- 


day to see what they can do to 
ensure # prosperous world. 

They are 600 delegates from 25 
countries attending this week's 
Congress of the International 
Chamber of Commerce, meeting in 
Canada for the first time since it 
was formed at Atlantic City in 1919. 

The dual theme of the meeting 
{fs “toward a freer world economy 
—for the benefit of the consumer;” 
which means that the objecive is 
to enable the peoples of the world 
to sell their goods to one another, 
and through this exchange, give 
them a better standard-of-living. 


DUNCAN PRESIDES 


As an ICC press release puts it: 

“This combination of themes is 
particularly important at a time 
when the world is moving away 
from the post-war seller's market 
to a buyer’s market, and when the 
central problem of the immediate 
future is to make international 
trade catch up with the great ad- 
vance in production.”
